Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the ; rejections under this section made in this Office action:

Claims. 19, 35 USC 1 02(e) as being unpatentable

■ In claims 19, 24, 27, 32, 35 and 38, Shiitiizii et al. discloses^ iii Fig.l, a mobile station 
M 1 : moving fforri zone Zi haviiig base statiofi Bl to zone Z2 having base station B2 transmitting 
k request packet 6 1 (Fig, 5 A) (two or more networks interconnected by at least one handling node 
for touting data packets) . The request packet 61 (see Fig.5A) comprises a source mobile station 
ID arid destination mobile ID (fixed logical destination code identifying a receiver). See col. 7, 
lines 4^-10 &;c61.6, lines 30-35. Base station B2 (at least one routing node) in zone Z2 (in a 
network) communicates the receipt of reconnect request packet to the central station to establish 
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a data packet communication between the mobile station Ml and the base station B2 (handling 
node routes data packet to mobile receiver based on destination code). See Abstract & col.7, lines 
40-50. 

In claims 21, 22, 25, 33, 36 and 40, the limitations of these claims have been addressed in 
claim 19. 

In claim 23, 26, 28, 34 and 37, packetized voice packet that has been disclosed in claim 
19 is Ip packet. So, Its destination address should be IP addresses. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may riot be obtained, though the invention is riot identically disclosed or described as set forth . 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertaihs. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the rrianner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 20 arid 39 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shimizu 
etal. (US Pat. No. 4,989,204). 

In claims 20 and 39, Shimizu does not disclose a node containing a table lookup. 
Howerver, it is inherent in the art to have a table lookup in a node in order to list, update source, 
destination addresses of a packet; and route the received packet to destination based on the 
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address in in the table, therefore, it would have been obvious to modify the Shimizu by having 
a lookup table in base stations so as to route data packet to destinations.
